[[} . rie, anidindceda paradox irmuſt needs be toall thoſe 
T0 who are not orthodox , and found in the doct-1ne of 
'd: ſpirituall reares and joy which are here meant., who 
i know no other joy bur jollitic, nor teares, but when 
they are troubled ; who know not the joy of the Spi- 
rit which Chriſtians have here, nor their Maſters joy 
f which they ſhall have one day hence ; who know not 
that gracious raine of reares, which God fendeth up- 
on his Inheritance, whereby he refreſheth it, when ar 1s 
wearied. To ſuch heterodox , carthly-minded men, 
this Parable of the Prophets Sower 1s a plaine Pa- 
radox.. 

Bur here now unto Gods people, inthis Pſalme, or 
unto any other people who have beene in ſuch a caſe, 
unto whoſe owne experience God hath juſtified ir, 
that after many yceeres captivitie 11 a ftrange Land, 
where they dtd [ow nothing but teares, eatethe bread 
of {orrow, and drinke the water of affliction, by the 

_ Waters of Babylon, where all their joy was ſuſpended, 
their Harpes and Inſtruments hanged up, yet hee now 
bringeth againe their captivitic, like the Rivers of the 
South : he now fillech their mouthes with laughter, 
and their tongues with joy : He maketh thcir joy, like 

| | the joy af Husbandmen in Harveſt , who after long

 fuch ofthe Children of God, who, by reaſon of 
 theirfinnes, after they have mourned like Turtles, and

chartered like Cranes, or like David, waſhed their 
beds with their tcares, and have had their belly full of 
them as he had ; My teares have beene my meate day and 
night; Pſalme the fortie two, the third verſe ; doe find, 
that Godafterward doth make their broken- bones to 
rcjoyce, to vvhom ( Efay the fixtie one, anq the ſe- 
cond) God giveth beautie for aſhes , the oyle of joy for 
mourning, the garment of gladneſſe for the ſpirit of hea- 
vineſſe. And laſtly, to all the Saints of God, who as 
ſtrangers here upon carth, from home 1n Baca, this val- 
ley of teares, ſighing for the adoprion of the ſonnes 


ning and moaning with Saint Pa, till they may be 

diſſolved, looke with him one day to be with Chriſt, 

and to enter into their Maſters joy. To all ſuch novy 

this isno paradox, but a propoſition by experience 

prooved unqueſtionable, that thoſe that ſow rn teares, 

ſhall reape in joy. 

J- is a figurative propoſition , vyherein the people 74, [4/7 « 
20ing into captivine, is compared unto Husband- ;he words, 

men, committing the ſeed to the earth, and as it were, 

vvith ſorrovy burying it there, as being uncertaine, by 

reaſon of many alterations of vveather, vvhether e- 

ver it vvill fructifie and multiply; and the ſame people 

returning from their captivitie, iS compared ro Hus- 


vvith great joy a plentifull Harveſt, of the ſame ſeed (o 
committed tothe earth by them. But now this propofi- 
tion in generall is true, of all, or any of thepeople of 
God, nor onely in thecaſe of caprivitie, but any other 
calamine ſpirituall or temporall , that They that ſow 7 "8 
zeares, ſhall reape in joy. And'in this generall fenfe yvill

for reares of love,no wonder though they bring torth 
joy,forthey are teares of joy, and ſhed for joy : aadfor 
teares of  griefe in godly men, they are never altoge- 
ther without joy, they never ſorrow 4s without hope - as 
vvicked men never know vyhart a pertect and ftncere 
joy is, butt in the midſt of all their joyes feele ſecret 
checks, pinchings,and griefes : {ogodly menin all their 


ſorrowes have ſome ſecret ſmiles , and lightnings of

their 6rowes, but braixes too; but you cheate them in 
their tythes, and reape that which 1s by all divine and 
humane law, as due to their ſpirituall ſowing, as your 
g0Wnes on your backes , or your bread provided for 
your bellies ; Bur here, they, and none bur they thar did 
ſow.ſhall reape. And ſo you have the parts of this pro- 
poſition, which I meane to handle in this order which 
now I have propounded, as God and your good pati- 
ence ſhall give mee leave.

ſowne; no joy nor blcfſing to be reaped from them,

birth-right , but from them all could he reape no joy, 


Heb.12.17. nor Fathers blcfling : theſe teares plentifully fowne 
ter.31.15, by Rachel in Ramah, weeping for her chilaren , but thee 
Atat.z.18 reaped no joy , for ſhee world not bee comforted, becauſe 


they were not, Thicſe tearcs are fo farre from produ- 
cing any joy, as conſtdered in themſelves, they pro-

For as that in the Goſpell is called « prec/ozs oyntment, 
ſotheſe, m the words after the text, 4 precious ſeed. 


Though, I ſay, in regard of e»r ſhedding them , they 


are Dontm eff uſum Deo, yet in regard of our receiving 
of them, they are Donum infuſum a Deo, an oyntment 
Orgitt powred into us by God:and though the words, 
precious ſeede,in thenext verle, ſignifieth ſemen acquiſh- 
tm, a (ced purchaſed or bought with a price, yet they 
are not to be accounted ſemen acquiſitum , in that ſenſe 
1n which Divines diſtinguiſh berweene Habitus infuſs 
and acquiſitz, that is, infuſed and acquiredgifts, but on- 
ly teareshereare called ſemen acquiſitum, becauſe they 
muſt be a/;u7de queſite quam a nobis , purchaſed from 
ſomewhere elſe, then from our ſelves. Where then 
mult we querere and acquirere, ſecke and purchaſethis 
precious ſced * It it bea precigus ſeed,then you muſt 
purchale it with a price: what price? Muſt we pay 
money for it * No, youknow in 1ſai. 55.1, There is a

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buying or purchaſing without money, Hoe, every one Eſay 55. 3. 
that thirſteth, come to the waters,buy without money, &&c. 
What then muſt we pay for this precious ſeed ? there 
isanother price beſides monzy, there is opere precium, as 
well as pecunte preciurn, the price of paines : though it 
Eolt us 0 money,yer it will coſt us our paines and labour, 
which is preczo eſt1mabile,though not a penny,yet penny- 
worth, What labour, what paines, mult this precious 
ſced coſt us 7 I will tell you. When Jeremy went to 
ſeeke this precious ſced, he asked the way to the Well 
head; he inquired for ſome welles and fountaines from 
whence they were to be had, Jer. 9. 1. 0 that my head 7,y.9 2, 
were a fountaine of teares ! Now how uſe men to come 
by water out of welles or fountaines,zot without draw- 
ing of it ? In the fourth of 9bn,the woman of Samaria 
wondred how Chriſt ſhould come by the water of 7a- 
cobs well without drawing. The well is deepe, and thou Tohn 4. 1t, 
ha#t nothing to draw with , With joy ſhall yee draw 
warer our of the welles of ſalvation. Iſaiah, 12. verſe xz, 
3. The price and purchaſe then of this precious ſeed, 
is opere preciurn, the price of our paines, and this ope= 
74, Or paines , iS hawrire, todraw, and wee mult be 
ſureto draw them , ec e paludibus, nec puters, neither 
out of pits nor puddles, where there 1s nothing but 
myrie durt, or ſtanding puddle, ſuchas was in Teremy 
his dungeon, ſuch as are all the vvelles from vyhence 
naturall, hypocriticall,and infernall reares are drawne. 
But you muſt draw them e fortibxs,from vvelles, and 
fince I called them ſalutares lachryme , {aving tearcs, 
vve muſt draw them e fontibusſalutrs, from the wells 
of ſalvation, of which the Propher ſpeaketh. Novv 
the vvelles from vvhence wee may dravv theſe pre- 
cious teares, are'ſo many , as if wee ſhould ſecke for 
© 2 .- mn. 
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them, as the people of Iſrael did in the x5. of Exod, 
before yve had gone halfe three dayes journey,as they 
did, we ſhould find many more then the 12. Wels or 
Fountaines, which they found at Elim. Bur for me- 
mory and methods ſake, I will only ſend you to foure 
Wels, from vvhence you may draw your bellies full 
of theſe precious teares ; of vvhich , the more you 
drinke, you vvill ſtill be, though nortthe more dry, 
yet the more defirous to mend your draught, quo plus 
ſunt pote, plus ſitiuntur aque. 82 

The fir(t Well is , the-conſideration of our finnes, 


which (T hope) willdraw teares from the dryeſt and 


deaddelſt eyes that can be. The ſecond Well 1s, the 
conſideration of the miſeries we are compatled with 
inthis life : and from this Well wee cannot miſleto 
draw (in regard of theſe miſeries) teares ; for this 
life of ours is notonly a Wcll, but a Valley of teares, 
As Rivers naturally ſecke the Valleys; fo our teares 
naturally runne into this channell. The third Well is, 


rhe conlideration of Chriſts paſſion , and teares for . 


us. and from this Well we cannot miſle of tcares ; the 
drieſt eye in the vvorld can gtve him no lefle then 


'reares ; if not for teares, yet for torments and blood. 


Thefourth Well, is the defire of beingat home in our 
owne Countrey , which is Heaven, the conſtderation 
of ourablence and exile from God , and our longing 
to bee with him ; and from this Well wee cannor 
mitle of reares, when withthe people of Ifracl, fitting 
by the Waters of Babylon, we remember our abſence 
from Ston. And asit is the cuſtome in Scripture, to 
givenamecs to Wels, ſo if it pleaſe you, for our ber- 
rer memories ſake, wee will name theſe Welles 


too, The firſt vve may call Adams Well, becauſe it

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is the conſideration of that ſource of finne, which is 
derived vato vs from ©Adam, as the Fountaine and 
Wellof all. The ſecond Well wee may call acobs 
Well, as the Well of Schemn is called by the woman 


of Samaria, in the 4. of 1ohn; and I giveir the name xg, q. 6. 


from 7acob, becauſe the confiderarion of the mileries 


of this life we beſt learne from him, who in one fen- 
rence did moſt f12aificantly expreflechem all, Gen.47. Gen, 47.9.

The third Well we may call, foztexz Saluatores, our Sa- 
viours Well, orthe Well of ſalvation; as 1t 1s called 
by the Propher, becauſe it is the conſideration of his 
rears and paſhon, who is both our Sautour and falua- 
tion.

the Well of lite, or Gods Well, becauſe iris the con- 


{ideration of our abſence from him, with whom is

The teares wedraw from 
Our Sauiour and Gods Well, we may call freſh, ſweet 
teares, tcares of loue andioy, becauſe they are th:@ out 
of a delireto bee at home in our owne Country with 
God and Chriſt, And theſe two larger Wels of griete 


and ioy,we may well compareto the waters of Noahs Gey,,,29, 
Floul, whic': were wholly cauſed by God, yer part- 21. 


ly from the Springs of the Depth, which were ler

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looſe below, partly from the exceſſiue Raines which 


fell from Heaven above. For our tcares of griefe, and 


hatred, proceed from the conſideration of our finnes 
and miſeries which are here below : our teares of love 
and joy, from our conſideration of Chriſt and God, 
who arcabove ; yct all theſe rearcs, likethe whole 


waters of the Deluge, are from God. Sure, if the. 


conſideration of ourſinnes and miſerics, cannot fetch

though I know, that in this valley of teares,therenee- 
deth nogrear ſecking after Wels ; for we may have juſt 
occation of teares every where : yet it is our beſt courſe 
to draw them from the Well-head ; Dwlcins ex ipſo 


fonte bibuntur aque ; and of theſe foure Wels now I 
will ſpeakein order. If onely firſt I tell you, that by 
the teares here to be drawne from theſe Wels, wee 


muſt nor underſtand ſtrictly, onely the moyſtneſſeand 


' waterof oureyes , but the gricfe and ſorrow of our 


hearts, which many a time runneth over, when we can- 
not ſheada teare; /eves loguuntur cure ingentes ſtupent, 
But as all teares are worth nothing, without the mour- 
ning of rhe heart: ſo many times the heart may bee 
drowned with griefe, when the eyes are dry : and wee 


ſhall reape injoy, though we ſow not inteares, bur in 


ſorrow : bleſſed arethey , not onely that weepe, but 
mourne : for they ſhall be comforted, Matth.5.4. 


V E begin with the firſt Well of ſorrow, or 
teares, which I called Adams Well, becauſe

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it is the conſideration of finne, which by Adam entred 

into the world ; and who would not ſhead reares for 

ſinne, if he doe but conſtder, what a Jamentable thing 

it is, that it is nothing elſe, bur an offending and grie- 

ving of God, and all his creatures ; making us like 
Iſmael,Setteth our hand againſt every man,and every mans 

hand againſt ns ? Gen. 16. 12. Its a grieving of God, 

for it was onely {inne which made God grieve and re- 

penr, that he had made man, It grieved the Sonpne of 

God; the finnes of 1ersſalem (inthe 19. of Lake) made Zxk.19.41 
him weepe - our finnes made him grieve in the Garden, x,uh 26. 
and drew not onely his teares, but his 6/oud from him 38. 
on the Croſſe: it grieveth the holy Ghoſt ; therefore in Z«k,23: 33: 
Scripture are we forbid to grieve and quench the Spirit Epheſ- 4-39. 
by our ſinnes, It gricveth the Angels; for as they Re. 7 75%.5-19- 
zoyce at the converſion of a ſinner to God, 10 (no Fog oa Lnkg 15.7 
after a ſort they grieve, as God is ſaid to grieve, for the 

averſion of a finner from God. Ir grieveth all forts of 

men ; good men, whoſe eyes guſh out with teares, when , /al 

they ſee, that the wicked will not obſerve Gods Law, It of- R _ "IM 
fendeth wicked men, whom f1nners draw into finne by ci 
their bad example ; and though perhaps yet they doe 
not grieve at it, yer it is the cauſe of many teares to 
them afterwards, and perhaps of weeping, and gna- 
ſhing of tceth for evermore. Ir grieveth and offendeth 
all the reſt of the creatures, becauſe it turneth them 
out of the ſervice of God, into the ſervice of finneand 
Satan; for God created the heavens, Elements, and 
all other creatures,ro ſerve man.,and to waite upon him 
in his ſerving of God; but now, when man turneth 
hunſclfe our of Gods ſervice, all the creatures, while 
they ſerve ſinfull man, are, as it were, turned out of 
Gods ſervice too, and, not without grieving, are com- 

Me pelled 
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pelled to yvaite upon a vvrong Maſter : in vvhich re- 
gard, the creatures,in Romanes 8.22. are faid tO groare, 
and to bein travell : nay, which you vvould wonder 
at, finne grieveth and offendeth the very damned in 
hell; forthe more the number of the damned 1s in- 
creaſed, which is done by finne, the greater 15 their 
torment, their groaning, weeping , and gnaſhing of 
tecth: for that muſt nzeds bee the cauſe why the - 
Rich Glutton in the 16. of Luke, did begge of £A1- 
braham, that Lazarus might bee ſent to his friends and 
kindred , to forewarne them of comming thither. One 
damned canaske nothing out of charitic , but out of 
ſclte-love, leſt his torment and gricfe ſhould be increa- 
{ed, by ſeeing his brethren there. Now,vvho would 
not ſhead teares, and grieve for {tane, vvhich maketh ; 
all the Perſons of the Trinitic, Angels, good men and 
bad, all the reſt of the creatures, nay, the very dam- |

and ſhcad teares for the finnes of the time ; like Da- 


ziel, who in the time of his peoples captivitie, in fa- Day,g.

ſting and teares , was conteſſing his owne ftnnes, and 17. 


the ſinnes of his people; onely ſuch mourners are 


fit to ſtand in the breach, with their payles of wa- 
ter intheir hand, I meane, with their teares, and ſtrong 
cryings, like Moſes, to quench the flames of wrath, 
which goe out from the Lord to conſume us for our 
{innes. 

Now concerning theſe teares vvhich vvee are to 
ſhead, both for our owne, and other mens {innes, 
you ſhall doe well to take notice of theſe two things; 
firſt , theneceſlitie of them'; and ſecondly, the ver- 
rue of them. The neceflitie of them appeareth , 
firſt , by precept; ſecondly, by practice. By pre- 
cept of God inthe old Teſtament, continually cal- 


ling unto his people by his Prophets, 7oel, Teremy, and pt 10, 12] 
ine, and

The neceſſity of them appeareth by the practice of 

all the Saints, who have beene chicte mourners tor 

their owne, and other mens ſinnes. In the old Teſta- 

ment Davrid deſerveth to have the place of the chiete 

mourner, ſince he uſed his teares tor finne, not one- 

ly for Phyſicke, and a Bath, as it is in the {txth Pſalzze, 

P/al.6.6, T1 waſhed my bed every night with my teares, but for 
food : for my teares were my meate day and night. If 

he, who was a man according to Gods owne hearr, 

did thus weepe for his ſinnes, how ſhould we, who 

walke according to the luſts of our owne hearts, 

mournefor ourſianes ? in this traine of mourners you 
>Pet.s.7, ſhall ſee Lot, whoſe righteous foule was grieved and 
vexed for the filthinefle of the Sodomites. You ſhall 

[ce Ezra, Ioſiah, Iſaiah, Toel, Teremy eſpecially, calling 

for fountaines of teares, for teares day and night, for 

powring out their foules like water before the Lord, 

writirig whole Bookes of Lamentations for their 

owne finnes, and the finnes of their times. In the 

New Teſtament wee have a new traine of mourners

terly for his deniall : Mary Magdalen wiping Chrilts Luke 9.38. 
feete with teares for her {innes, and then Saint Pau/ hr 
crying out by reaſon of his ſinnes: but O miſerable man Rom.7, 24. 
that I am, who ſhall deliuer me out of this body of death | 
Youhaue ſeecne ſufficiently rhe neceffiry of thele teares_ 
for ſinne: ſee a little the vertue and ethcacy of them. 

Firſt, theſe teares and fighes for our finnes, make 
vs the better ro know our finnes, both for their colour 
and weight. Alas,ſo long as wetaketoy and delight in 
finne, ſo long ſinne ſeemerh little, lighr,cafte and ſiveer 
vnto vs: but he that here increaſeth his ſorrow, increa- 
ſeth his knowledge : when we once come to ſmarr, to 
gricue and groane vnder {innes, then we will confefle, 
that the remembrance of them 1s grieuous vnto vs,and 
that the burthen of them 1s intolerable. As a penny in 
the bottoine of a baſon of water, ſheweth as bigge as 
a ſhilling : ſo our fines, which to vs ſeeme but little, 
ſteept once in the water of our teares,ſhew themſelues 
in their 1uſt quantity and proportion. 

Secondly,as our teares for {tns make vs know them, 2. 
ſo they wath and doe our fias away, fo as we ſhall ne- 
uer {ce them, nor need to know them any more. I dare 
ſay , the teares wherewith Mary Magdalen waſhed Zake g. 38.. 
_ Chriſts feete, did not more waſh away the duſt from 
Chrilts teer, then they did the {inne from her owne 
ſoule: for immediately after her teares did ſhee heare — 
that happy ſentence. Thy fins are forgenen thee: there- Verſe 47. 
fore are theſe teares called by the Fathers, Our ſecond 
Baptiſme, by which our ſinnes are walhed away;com- 
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pared by them to the waters of the red Sea, in which 
Ex0.14 27. Pharaoh and his hoaſt, thatisro ſay, Satan and our 


2 King. 5, ſinnes are drowned: To the waters of 7ordan,in which, 
10,14. 


if like Naaman,we walh our (clues ſeuen times, that is 
to ſay,often,we ſhall be cured of the leprofie of ftane: 
To the waters of the poole of Soar, becauſe if wee 
bathe our ſelues in them, we ſhall be cured of all ſpi- 
rituall diſeaſes and infirmiries : ſo that if you ule ro 
extoll and magnific ſome waters , which you diſtill 
from hearbs and flowers , becauſe they are good a- 
oainſt ſore eycs , burnings and heats , what doe you 
then ſay of theſe teares, which if you can bur diſtill 
from your owne eyes, they will cure the luſt of the 
=hig the pride ot lite, and all carnall heates and de- 
Ires. | 

Thirdly, theſe teares for ſinne, doe not onely waſh 
away ſinne for the preſent , bur wipe them our of all 
bookes of account, ſo as they difcharge vs of our ſins 
forever: for you muſt know, thar every ſtnne we doe 


 commit,we write,as it were,inthe booke of our owne 


conſcience, a bill of our hand againſt our ſelues, wher- 
by we acknowledge our {clues debters to God, and 
lyable to his Iuſtice. Now valeſſe this debt bee diſ- 
charged, and the bond cancelled, wee mult be caſt in 
priſon for it, and there lye, till wee pay the utmoſt 
farthing : which God knoweth will be long enough, 
for wee our ſelues are not worth one farthing. This 
bond is principally cancelled by Chriſt, who, as the 
Apoſtle ſpeaketh , nayled wnto his Croſſe the hand-wri- 
ting of ordinances which was again vs , who by his 
blood did wipe out the letters of this black bill,which 
was againſt us. Now what Chriſt did with the blood 
of his body, that we in ſome ſort doe with the blood 


of 


'by the Fathers: and they doe indeed wipe and cate 


Pſalmiſt, Are not all myteares inthy regiſter, Pſalme 56. Pal. 56. 8. 
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of our ſoules, that is, our teares: for ſo they are called 


out that which we have written againſt our ſclves by 
our ſinnes, and ſtand where thoſe letters did ; as one 
colourlaid upon another, doth away the former, and 
remaineth it ſelfe : juſt ſo , when the booke of our 
conſcience ſhall come to be opened ; if we have ſhed 
rearcs for our ſinnes, there is no ſcore nor regiſter of 
our ſinnes to be found in the Booke. Whenſoever a ſin- 
ner ſhall repent himſclfe ({ay ſome tranſlations , Tge- 
muerit) bemoane himſelfe for hs ſinnes, I will put away 
his snzquities out of my remembrance , ſatth the Lord. 
Thenour fighes and teares put them out of Gods re- 
membrance, daſh them out of his Regiſter, and now 
our teares doe come in place of them : for faith the 


verſ.8. Our teares then are regittred as our diſcharge 
and acquittance for our ſinnes ; for when he findeth 
our teares regiſtred, hee lets us goe as thoſe,, who 
were marked for mourners, in the ninth of Zzechiel, £xech. 9g. 4- 
who by their teares were acquitted from deſtru- 
Ction. 

Fourthly ; without theſe teares, neither firſt, can 4+ 
we dye unto finne, ſecondly, nor live unto God : Firſt, + 
not dye unto finne : can one thinke to bee delivered of 
fo huge a burthcn as ſinne, withour griete and teares 2 
to have his ſhoulder when ir is-burſt,ſer right, without 
paine © to have 4 tooth pulled out of his head, or a 
thorac out of his foote, and not crys? No woman: 
looketh to be delivered of the Child qgwhich ſhe hath 
carried in her wombe bur nine moneths, withour paine 
and crying ;'. and can you expect to be delivered of a 


man, the old man, a man of fiane, without crying and

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teares? Secondly, and as no dyingvato finne; {ono li- 
uing vato God, withour crying and teares for {1nne: 
for as in diſeaſed bodies, when any member,by a vio- 
lent hurt is benummed and dead.a token that it 1s dead 
is this : Ifthe member feele no paine, nor {mart when 


it is pricked, pinched, lanced and cut, but it the Phy- 


fician by plying of ir can bring ir to rhar paſſe, that he 


complaineth and cryeth out at the drefling of it , the 


Phytician, himſelfe, and his friends are glad, becaute 
itisa ſure argument, that the member is alive, and up- 
on the recovery: Iuſt ſo is it here; It that after we have 
beene dead in our finnes and treſpaſles, to paſt ſenſe and 
feeling of them,that we did not ſorrow or thead teares 
for them, we can be brought to have a ſenſe of them, 
ro weepe and mourne for them; ſure, wee are yetalive 


_ and upon our ſpirituall recovery. 


Though I might, yetnow I will ſay no more of the 
vertue of thoſe teares for ſinne, to which holy men 
haveattributed ſo much as ſome of the Fathers thinke, 
that God did indue man with this deaw of teares, for 
no other end, but rhat by them he 'might wipe away

quite wipe them away. Aud it 1s very true which 
Chryſoſtome ſaith, for though by our teares we are nor 
able to raiſe our Parents and Friends from death, yer 
by teares wee are able to raiſe our ſoules from the 
death of finne, I have ſtaid the longer at this Well, 


becauſe 


comprehended the miſeries of mans life, for which 


they have none bur good dayes, andhope they ſhall 
"TD live 
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becauſe it is deepe, andthe firero bequenched by it 
is very great ; a huge maſſeand body of finne, in re- 
eard whereof we muſt doe that indeed, which Boxa- 
venture (how true I know not) reporteth of S. Fren- 
£55, who becauſe he did fee, that he could not follow 
agnum immaculatum ſine macula , operam deait ut copioſis 
& quotidianis lachrymarum imbribus animam purgaret : 
The Lambe of God which was without ſpots, hint- 
ſelfe unſpotred, he did what lay in him, by his daily -

Ow the ſecond Well from whence we draw this Iacobs Well. 
{ precious ſeed of reares., is the conſideration of

which being rightly conſidered, are able ro draw | 
teares from the {tonieſt heart.

we muſt ſhead theſe teares fo fully, as nothing can be.

ing asked of Pharasb, how old he was, his anſwer was 
Few and evill have my dayes beene. Mourne and weepe 
then for theſe two, becauſe our dayes are fevv. vve 
muſt dye; and becauſe they are evill, thar is to fay, all 
the vvhiletill vvee dye, vvee are ficke, vve have no 
good dayes, nor feele nothing bur miſery ; ſo that 
this Well differeth from the former in this ; that vvas 
the conſideration of ſinne, this, the conſideration of 
the miſery , which attendeth us in this lite as a pu- 
niſhment of finne ; and though I know, that man 

men thinke, rhey need not goe tothis Well, becauſe 
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livemany yeeres ; yet I may aske them that queſtion, 
which the woman of Samaria, in the fourch Chapter 
of Saint John, and the twelfthverſe, asked of Chriſt, 
Art thou greater then our Father Iacob, who-did drinke 


of this Well ? Though he had evill dayes, yetT dare 


ay, if thou liveſt in theſe daycs, thou haſt and leeſt 


more; andthoughchou rhinkeſt co live long, yer thou 
will tardly live the dayes which he had ſeene, when 
he ſaid ſo, for hee was then one hundred and rhurty 
yeercs old. I have not time now jto ſay any thing of 
the fewnefle of our dayes, I will onely fpeake of the 
badnefle of ther: I doe not meanethe badnetle or c- 
vill of finne in them ; for that wee drew teares from 
thetirſt Well, bur the evill of vanity which attendeth 
upon us in this lite for finne. 

The conſideration of which miſery deferveth fſo- 
many teares, as that our life(in regard of them) is truc-

into captivity : we haveour Summer, and our Winter 
houſes, fulneſle of bread, beds of Yuory to ſtretch our 
ſelves upon, wine to make our hearts glad, oyleto 
make our Faces ſhine , every one of us may fit under 
our owne vine and fagtree, and eate the fruit of them, 
therefore let us feaſt and laugh, we baveno other cauſe, 


but ſofr, God hath not done ſo to every Nation: 0- 
ther people in the world feele the weight of all theſe 
miſcries aboye-named : we are commanded 70 m0urne x7, xo.

Itis the devils cunning,when 
he meaneth to ſtop up this Well of teares, to preſent 
the ſtate of this valley of reares tous, as hee did the e- 
ſtate of the land of Egypt to the Iſraelites, to make.

pitied roarings and teares, at the ſmart of their un- 
mercitull laſhings : nay, if you did ſee from thence 
the miſeries of a beſieged Citie, toheare the roartng 
of the Canon, the ſound of the Trumpet,and the noiſe 
of the Drum; to heare the piritull groancs of men, 
dying, and wallowing intheir blood, or ſwouning in 
the ſtreets for famine; to ſee the women many times 
(as the Prophet hath ir) ro eate their owne children |

while they fate by the Rivers and Waters of Baby- 
lon ? they wept, would not be comforted, hanged up 
their Harpes and Inſtruments. What are the waters 
of Babylon, bur the pleaſures and delights of the 
World, the waters of confuſion, as the word ſigni- 


hieth £ Now when the people of God fit by them, 


that 
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that is to ſay, doth not careleſſtly , but deliberately, 
with a ſettled confideration , ſee them ſlide by and 
paſſe away ; and compareth them with Ston,that is to 
ſay, with the unconceiveable rivers of pleaſure, which 
are permanent in the heavenly Ieruſalem , How can 
they chuſe bur weepe, when they ſee themſelves fit- 
ting by the one, and ſojourning from the other © And 
it is worthy your obſerving , that notwithſtanding the 
Iewes had many cauſes of teares; the Caldeans had 
robbed them ot their goods, honours, Countries, li- 
bertie, parents, children, friends ; the chicte thing for 
all this, that they mourne for , is their abſence from - 
Sion ; We wept, while we remembredthee, O Sion; tor 
their abſence from Ieruſalem. What ſhould we then 
doe for our abſence from another manner of Ieruſa- 
lem 2 theirs was an earthly, old , robbed, ſpoyled, 
burned, ſacked Icrufalem ; ours a Heavenly new one,

Drum heard , nor ſound of the Trumpet, nor calling 
unto battell: who would not then weepe , to beab- 
ſent from hence * 
The neceſſitie of theſe teares you may eaſily ſee, 
becauſe God giveth none of the water of the Well of 
Life; that isto ſay , eternall happineſle, bur to ſuch 
who by the importuniticof their teares doe begge it, 
and obtaine it of him.

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preſent ſuite ; Lord, evermore give mee to drinke of theſe 
waters, Tohn 4.15. Peter, who after he had {cene a little 


of the glory of that Countrey, made ic hisnext ſuite ; 
Lord,it is good for us to be here,tet us build three T, aberna- 


| cles. Saint Paul, who after his rapture into that Coun- 


trey, made it his onely moane, that Whzle we awelt ir 
the bodie, we were ſtrangers from the Lord , and aid ſigh, 
til he might be diſſolved , and be with Chriſt. All theſe 
mens longings have beene ſatisfied , and that King- 
dome which with teares they have ſought; God ( wi- 
ping all tcares from: their eyes ) hath beſtowed upon 
them. And this is all I have time to ſay of the fourth 
Well, the Well of Lite. 
Theſe now are the foure Wells, from whence we 
may draw theſe teares,this precious Seed, which heere 
wee are commanded to ſowe. Though prophane 
men thinke theſe teares, but the badge of hypocrites; 
yer know, that David did fowe them, who was none, 


| bura manaccording to Gods owne heart ; That they 


proceed out of childiſhnetle and ſ1mplicitic, yet David 
did ſowe them. who was wiſer then his Ancients and 
Teachers : though they doe account them womaniſh, 
and {ignes of weakenefſe ; yet David did ſowethem, 
who had the heart of a Lion, and was one of the 
Worthies , and valiant men of Iſrael. Though they 
thinke they proceed of idlcneſſe and lazineſſe ; yet 
did David fowe them, a man as full of buſineſſe, borh 
in-peace and warre, as ever was any. And if Davids 
example will not ferve the turne, remember Chriſt, 
the Sonne of David, one tarre beyond all the excep- 
tions, whcrewith prophane men uſe to charge the 
precious teares , which wee are todraw from thoſe 
foure Fountaines. So thatas from the bitter Aowers 


of

the fire, ſweete and wholeſome moyſtneſle and waters 
are diſtilled; even ſo, from the bitrer conſideration of

I doubt nor, bur thar ſome ſuch ſowers there are ; 
and theſe are they thar ſtand in the breach, and that 
the wrath of God doth nor burne among us, as ir dorh 
among many, perhaps leſle deſerving then we: no que- 
ſtion, a good part of the cauſe is, the ſeed of theſe 
ſowers, the many teares of theſe men of teares, which 
they throw upon the devouring flames of wrath , 
which are gone forth from the Lord , the number of 
which teares,vnleſſe they be increaſed,and in this com- 
buſtion of Chriſtendome, 'we will ſhew our ſelves as

Now as all are bound to ſowe theſe reares, fo they 
eſpecially, who in the Parable of the Sower, atth. 
13.3. are deſigned by that name, I meane, Gods Mi- 
niſters: for if the ſeed in that Parable, be the Word of 
God, then the ſowers muſt be the Miniſters of that 
Word. The Seers and Watchmen of Iſrael, as they 
ought with 7oel, Teremy,and the reſt (if from the Tow- 
ers of Sion they {pic any fire approaching vnto 1t ) to 
call to all the people of God for teares, to meete and 
quench the flame: ſo they ought firſt ro powre our 
their owne teares; [i v# me flere, dolenawm eft primum 
zpſe tibi, Where onely by the way , note how much 
thoſe Miniſters and ſowers are miſtaken , who uſeto 
ſow and preach the Word of God,not in teares,bur in 
laughter, and thinke they ſow beſt , when their wit 
makes the people laugh. Bur alas, it were more wiſe- 
dome to make them weepe. From this kind of ſow. 
ing, they ſhall reape but ſmall joy from the fruite of 
their Auditors, and leſle joy intheir owne conſciences 
from the remembrance of it, when they ſhall lye upon 
their death-beds. Now I have done with the ſeede- 
time; They that ſow in teares. I come to the Harveſt,and 
will diſpatch it more quickely: Shall reape in toy.

ariſe from the cxternall ſenſe, yer becauſe it ariſerh 
onely from ſcnſe , it is againſt all ſenſe, thar it ſhould 
be called joy, and may as well bee called a ſenceleſle, 
as a ſen{uall joy. 
The ſecond joy, is humane or worldly joy, where- _ 
by a man is delighted with vertue, and honeſty,by the 
naturall or reaſonable contemplation of them : nei- - 
ther of theſe joyesbe that joy you muſt heere looke 
to reape ; for Chriſt hath promiſed theſe joyes to the 
World, CM undus autens gaudebit ; burthe World ſhall ,,,, as 
rejoyce: a world full of theſe joyes will never make ; 
a Harveſt ; for though to rhe ſence they ſeeme to grow 
fairerand higher then true Toy, yet when you come 
ro the harvyeſt-field, they proove but wilde Oates, 
which many times grow higher then the Corne; or 
like the gawdy flowers among the Corne, which ra- 
ther diſgrace ir, then grace it, and proove both the 
- corne to bee naught, and the ground barren ; theſe 
joycs be ſuch, as the Mower fillethnot his hand with 
rhem, nor the gleaner his lap. 
The third joy then, and that whuch is here meant, - 3, 
is ſpiriruall, which ariſerh from the injoying of God 
and ſpirituall things,and it is called ſpirituall joy,borh 
becauſe it is apprehended and perceived not by our 
ſenſes, bur by our ſpirits, but eſpecially becauſe rhe 
Spirit of God begerterh thus joy in us, and is the _

It was this joy, the joy of hope 
of looking after the recompence of rhe reward,which 
made the Martyrs ſo merry ; from this ioy of hope 
came their reioycing, ſinging, kiſſing of the ſtake, as 
it is reported of Theedorws that young man , who 
when by 1«/za»s command , hee was dragg'd to moſt

which are ſo farre diſtant from us,that.Phzlo (laughing 


at the folly of the Babyloniſh builders) affirmeth , 
That a Milſtone would be foure hundred yeeres in 
falling to the earth from the Spheare of the Moone: 


 andAſtronomers, That it would be fifteene hundred 
, yeeres a falling from the firmament, where the Starres - 
are. And yet though our eye can ſee thus farre, yer it 


cannot pierce into this Toy : he goeth on to the eare, 
which extendeth it {elfe a great deale farther then the 
eye, which onely looketh uponthings preſent, but by 
our care we know things paſt, theglory of all the Mo- 
narchies and Empires that are paſt, the glory of all 
things that now are, andall thethings which are fore- 

Td | told 
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told ſhall be; and yer our cares havenever heard of 
any thing like this Ioy: he goeth on; neither hath entred 
#nts the heart of man to vnderſiand : That is more then 
both the former, the eye apprehenderfithings preſent, 
the care things paſt, preſent, and ro come, they goe no 
farther : but the vnderſtanding' apprehendeth things 
thatare, andare not , and by a divine power calleth 
things thatarenot, as if they were: diſputat de quolibet 
ente & nos ente; it imagineth Mountaines of gold, and 
heaven to be a place of infinite Ioy:and yer the heart of 


man cannot comprehend this Ioy. Sure theſe are great 


expreſſions of the Apoſtle: Can-we find noother way 


to know this Toy * 'As Moſes and Toſhua ſent out ſome Naw, 13. 
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Spies to ſpy the Land: ſo we havetwo ſpeciall men in 18. 


Scripture, who have ſpiedthis [oy;/ohnina viſion, Paul 
1n his Perſon:Can they tell us nothing of this Ioy? Yes, 
Tohn telleth us ſomething of ir, but his expreſſions are 
darke, in regard of the light that is there; for he ex- 


preſſeth it by flouds, Rivers, Mountaines , ' Mettals, 


ſtones, all whichare but mareriall things,and whatſo- 
ever he ſaith,is not good enough to be athadow of this 
Ioy: and S. Pant is forbid to tell us what he heard, and 
was ſo raviſhed with that he did (ſee, as that heis con- 
founded, and can ſay nothing of it : nay, notſo much 
as now fourteene yeers after he was there,tell us whe- 


ther he was there in the body, or out of the body : it 2 Cor. 


muſt be a great joy which ſo dazelled him. When men 
ſee things in adreame or viſton, .then they thinke they 
ſee them in the body;bur reſtored againe to themſelves 
and ſenſes,they know that they did nor ſeethem in the 
 body:but the Apoſtle fourteene yeers after,cannot tel! 
whether he ſaw that ioy in the body,or out of the bo- 
dy. Now after theſe great expreſſions of the rs 
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bility of expreſſing it, I will nevergoe about'to doe 
it: onely I will give youa taſte of it by this onedrop : 
one drop. of this joy, is able to quench all. the fire 
that burneth, to.dry and ſtop all the teares, weeping, 


and gnaſhing of teeth, which is in hell; the rich glur- 


| Bk.16.24, £0111 hell deſired Abraham to ſend Lazarus with one 


drop of water tocoole him. From whence we muſt 
not inferre, that the paines of hellare fo little, as they 


© may hbequenchied with onedrop of water, but rather 


make this ſafeinference, thar one drop of that water 
where Abraham and Lazarus were, is of fuch infinite 
power and {weetneſle, thar if it could be but dropped 
into the flames of hell, ir would quench them all. The 
greatneſle of this joy may be comprehended in thefe 
rwo words; inthe fulneſſe of the object, and in the 
fulneſle of injoying this object. The objects are ma- 
ny, but theſumme of all is God, whom we ſhall ſee 
faceto face, and in him all the joyes and goodneſle 
which is in heaven with him : for as looking in a glaſſe, 


we ſcerhe glaſle, our ſelves, and all things abour ir ; 


{ointhatglaſſe of the Trinity, we ſhall by a beatifi- 
call Viſton,ſee the glory of the Trinity, [ce our ſelves, 
and our owne glory, and all the Angels, Saints and 
pleaſures of heaven, which are round about that Tri- 
nity. Andas our joy ſhall bee full , in regard of the 
fulneſle of this obje&, ſo it ſhall be full, 1n- regard of 


- our talneſſe of injoying it ; we ſhall feele this joy with 


all our powers and faculties ; and never have done 
teeling it, ever beholding, though alwayes farisfied; 
ever drinking and yet ſtill thirfting,von per ſitim ſiccita- 


_ ts, ſaiththe ichoole, ſed per ſitim ardorts & deſidery - 


notwith any thirſt of drineſſe, but with thethirſt of 
defire. This is alt Lwill at this time ſay of the joy of 


heaven. Bur 
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But now how come we to reape this joy from our 

teares © Irisa thing that both ſtandeth with reaſon, 

and with good juſtice: with reaſon, for as ſweet Spi- 

ces, whenhey are burat in the fire, -or bexreninch 

 Morter, ſend forth their ſweet ſmell and favour : 1 

after our reares and griefe, God may well ſend us this 

| pleaſure and joy ; with Gods juſtice and goodnefle it 

ſtandeth, that thoſe ſoules which: have refrained them- 

ſelves from worldly delights, which cannot be with- 

out ſome ſorrow and ſadneſle, ſhould oneday bee-fil- 

led with joy and gladnefle; that thoſe veſſels, ' which 

for the injoying of God, didempty themſelves. of all 

Joy here, ſhould run over with joy in heaven, thatas - 

Toſeph (Gen.4.5.)after he had uſed his brethrena little g,,, 45-233; 

roughly at firl could hold himſelſe no longer, bur ,. I 

mulſt- needes over-joy them, with making himſelfe 

knowne to them - ſo Chriſt our elder Brother, after 

hehath uſed us here a little hardly under the rod, and 

made us ſhead many a ſalt teare, ſhould ſhew us him- 

ſelfe in heaven, wipethoſe teares from our eyes, and 

fill them with-joy and laughter. Though you lſce there- 

fore the children of God in teares, nay and perhaps 

in blood, both broken-hearted, and broken-boned ; 

deſpaire not for all this, bur. that one day you. may 

ſee them ſhine in joy, like the bright Starres of the |. IM 

Firmament. When you ſee one in the ſtreets from e- * 13.3. Fi | 

very dunghill, gather old pieces of raggesand clouts, # 

little would you rhinke, that of theſe rotren ragges 

beaten together in the Mill, ſhould bee made fuch 

pure fine Paper, as afterwards wee ſee: and ſo from

ſtanding is the pure Corne we are promiſed here from 


this ſeed of teares.

tracted ; bur when he meaſurerh our joyes and conſo-

the one ſo ſhorr, and fo lengthened and loaded the o- 

ther, as he will not have them come within the com- 

paſſe of any compariſon; Our light afflictions which are 

but for a moment, cauſe ute vs a farre more excellent and 

eternall weight of glory. Let any man.ſhew.me aricher 

_ or fullerexpreiſfion inall Tully or DemoZhenes , then 

this; our teares bur light, our ioy not onely weighty , 
but a weight; our teares but momentary,palt as ſaone 2 Ce-.4; 7 
as come, our ioy eternall, ever comming, and aeyer to 

be gone, What proportion betweene theſe rwor our 

Loy then ſhall beas farre above our teares, as reaping 


above ſowing; They ſhall reape. 


all reape. Which they? They that did ſow: they pers, 
and = but they ſhall: they ſhall, and good rea 
ſon they ſhould , becauſe it was they that did ſow. 
And though ſome that have ſowne in teares,doc com- 
plaine of the lateneſſe or thinneſſe of the Harveſt, that. 
they have not reaped in Toy, as is here promiſed , 
know , that ſome grounds are later then others, and 
ſome yeeres the Harveſt falleth later then-others, and 
that God, who is the Lord of the Harveſt , in his

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good time will ripenthy Ioy, and thou ſhalt reape it: 
and in the meane time, if we trie it narrowly, we {hall 
find the caule in'our ſelves, both of the latenefle of our 
foy, becauſe we were too late of ſowing our teares; 
and of the thinneſſe of our Ioy, becauſe we did fowour 
reares r00 thin. And if after our ſowing of teares we 
find no Harveſt of Ioy art all, we may be well aſſured, 
rhat-either our ſeed was not good ; thats to ſay, our 
teares none of them which are heere meant, or elſe 


- ſome of the miſchances is come upon them , which ; 
came upon the ſeed that came to no good in thethir- 


tcecenth of Matthew ; either they have falne by the 
way fide; that is to ſay, they have beene ſhed for falſe 


_ cauſes,not-upon true grounds of godly ſorrow;or they 


have falne upon ſtony ground ; that is to ſay, onely 


falne from our eyes, but never ſunke into our ſtony 
and hard hearts , and ſo could takeno roote ; orelfe 


they have falne among the Thornes, which choaked 
them; thar is to (ay, the griefe and cares of this preſent 
World, which drowne many times. our godly teares : 
or Elſe the envious man hath ſowne Tares among our 
teares; that 15 to ſay, falſe worldly joyes, which wee 
as they ſprung up, did not weede our, till they ovyer- 
grew this ſced: but let us ſow this precious feed of 
tcares ina good ground;that is.to ſay, in a contrize and 
broken heart ,-and have a care, thar the envious man 
ſow no Tares among them, and they ſhall bring forth 
a hundred fold; tor all they that thus ſow inxcares, 
ſhall reapein joy. to vriglt 
And as all they, ſo none but they, Pſal.84.6. Such 
onely come to appeare before God in Sion, who.-paſle 
through the valley of Baca, thar is to ſay, reares. 
And indgedthere isno other way to ener iqto; Heaven 
but

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but by affliction, violence, griefe andteares. There are 
inthe new Teſtament twelve names eſpecially given 
to the Kingdome of Heaven, andthe coeleſtiall joy 
which we hope to reape; but looke to them narrow- 
ly,and you ſhall ftiade, that quantum heners is in every 
one of them , tartum etianm & #neris ; that as there is £ 
pleaſure in them,fo there is toyle and ggares likewile, '4 
betore you can come thither, Mazth.11.It is called the i 
Kingaomeof Heaven : but the Text telleth us, that it Mat.r1.re 
cannot be taken but by violence. It is called 4 Heavenly | 
Citie ; the Spiritual Teruſalem,” Butthe Apoltle, Eph.2. 
reacheth us,that thoſe whoare Citizens of this world, 
cannot be fellow Citizens with the Saints: there is a 
changing of the. Copic, which to fleſh and bload is 6 
gricuous. In the fourteenth of 7o4n,it is called, the Houſe Tohn 14.2. |

enter, unleſle by his toyleand trading, hee hathy dou- | 
bled his-talent , Matthew-25. The marriage of the great 
King : but from whoſe Marriage-chamber they that 


ſleepe too lone,are ſhut forth, 1 Cor, 9. 4'prize, but

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ſuch as no man obtaineth , untill hee run to the end of 
the race,2 Tim. 4. 4 Crowne of Righteouſneſſe;butnone 
muſt weare ir, but thoſe, who with the Apoſtle have 
fought a good fight. And laſtly, 4 Paraatſe ; This 
night ſhalt thou be with mee in Paradiſe : but you know 
how Paradiſe was guarded , with a guard of Cheru- 
bins , Fire , agd the blade of a ſword ſhaken, to paſle 
thorow ws, ouard, it muſt coſt us ſome paines and 
danger: and beſides theſerwelve,here in the Text it 1s 
called 4 7oy, bur ſuch a one as -onely thoſe ſhall reape, 
who firſt {owe in teares :. So that theſe men, who tra- 
velling to the Mountaine of God, take nor rhe valley 
of Baca,that is to ſay,the valley of teares in their way, 
but ſhun it; and had rather take the way of the flowrie 
and gawdy Meddowes : So as there is no Meddow in 
their way,in which they leave not ſome tokens of thetr 
merriment and wantonneſfe, as it is 2. Wiſd. They are 
out of their way , Errant CF errant toto celo , they are 
wide, and as wide as the wide Heaven. And ſo much 
afterwards they themſelves confefle in the fifth of 
Wiſdome, Ergo erravimus,@&c. Therefore we went aſtray 
from the way of truth;as therefore all they, ſonone.-bur 
they who ſowe inteares,thall reape in ioy;which is the 
propoſition of the text, that by Gods aſſiſtance I have 
now expounded unto you. And it is in the number of 
thoſe propoſitions, whichare convertible and recipro- 
_ call, foras they thatſowe in teares, ſhallreape in joy : 
ſoit is astrue, that thoſe that ſowe in ioy, ſhall reape 
1nteares ; if by Ioy you underſtand worldly ioy ; and 
by teares , uncomfortable teares here, and def pe- 
rate weeping and gnaſhing of teeth hereafter. -Chriſt 
himſclfe hath converted theſe two propoſitions, 
Luke 6. verſe 21. for Bleſſed are you that weepe now, 


for 
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for you ſhall laugh. So itis inthe 25. verſe. Woe be unto 
ou that laugh now, for you ſhall weepe, AndasIrold you 
of our ioy, ſo Itell you of theirreares: for they ſhall 
find, that their weeping ſhall as muchexceede their 
ioy, as reaping doth ſowing ; all their joyes arc bur 
momentary,or for dayes.,at moſt, for yeeres:but there 
ſhall be no end of their Harveſt of teares,it ſhall come 
in ſo faſt upon them, never ſhall their teares faile to fall 
from their eyes, nor never ſhall any teare that falleth 
be wiped from their eyes: and if they ſhould ſhed bur 


every yeercthatthey muſt remaine in that bottomleſſe 


valley of teares, one teare, they ſhall ſhed more teares 
then there be drops of water in all the Ocean; for 


though we cannot number the drops of water in the 


Ocean, yet God can preciſely tell, how many there are 
even to one: but theſe teares neither God nor man can 


number , becauſe they are numberlefle and infinite 
teares, which they ſhall reape, who ſow in Ioyzas that 
Toy is infinitewhich they ſhall reap, who ſow1n teares. 
And ſo now by Gods aſſiſtance and your patience, I 
| havecleared my hands of my text: They that ſow 77 
Zeares, ſhall reape in Toy.
